The right to own a 
gun is under threat 


from our own fears

In light of 
the recent tragic 
school shooting 
in Ohio I felt it 
would be my 
duty as a 
responsible 
journalist to 
temper my 
opinion regard- 
ing gun control 
in America. I 
debated even running this column, 
but an argument, if truly sound must 
be presented even in unfavorable 
times. So while some may say that 
this is not the appropriate time for 
this debate to be brought to light I 
felt that waiting for more favorable 
times would be dishonest and uneth- 
ical. Also it is the times when emo- 
tions run high that snap judgments 
are made. Often people look back 
after these choices are made and 
regret them; so perhaps as uncom- 
fortable as it may be to discuss, this 
is the right time. I ask that you the 
reader try as much as possible to put 
aside your emotions and view the 
argument I am trying to make logi- 
cally. That being said it is my firm 
opinion that the idea of banning 
guns is wrong. 

“A well regulated militia, being 
necessary to the security of a free 
state, the right of the people to keep 


and bear arms, shall not be 
infringed.” 

These are the words found in the 
bill of rights. 


Critics of gun advocacy will tell 
you that guns have no place in the 
modern world. I beg to differ. The 
most common argument is that crim- 
inals use guns to commit horrible 
crimes. While it is true that criminals 
sometimes use guns, they are cer- 
tainly not guns that were bought 
legally. Strict gun control does noth- 
ing to stop the flow of guns into the 
hands of criminals. All it does is take 
guns out of the hands of good, hon- 
est citizens who could have made a 


difference. 

The next argument I hear often is 
that gun accidents kill children. We 
often see reports of guns killing chil- 
dren in accidents on the news. Sadly 
this issue has more to do with the 
media being irresponsible in broad- 
casting sensational reporting then in 
actual deaths. This, to be clear is not 
an outright lie, but a lie of ommis- 
sion. More children die in pools and 
car accidents than from fire arms 
and the numbers support this. 

According to the ATF and 
National Safety Council only 230 
people under the age of 25 died of 
accidental gun shootings in the year 
2000. (The latest information I could 
find.) Compare that to 900 from fires 
and burns, 1,500 from drowning, 
1,300 are killed because a car hits 
them, and speaking of cars, 12,900 
die in auto accidents. So, if you real- 
ly want to spare children, don’t let 
the walk down the street, swim, get 
near fire, or ride in a car. 

Banning all these things would 
save 16,600 children, as apposed to 
the 230 that die from guns. Every 
human life is precious but the line 


between safety and lunacy is very - 


thin. Also, if guns weren’t treated as 
evil objects then perhaps we could 
do something that would really save 
lives, like teach proper gun safety in 
schools. 

* [ve shown reasons why we 
should be allowed to carry guns. Let 
me now show why we ought too. 

Currently one in six women will 
be raped or sexually assaulted in 
their lives according to The Rape, 
Abuse, and Incest National 
Network. (RAINN) Let us propose, 
hypothetically, that every woman 
was issued a fire arm and given 
training in its use. Let us then say, in 
fairness that half the women don’t 
carry their gun. So in this hypotheti- 
cal, half of the women are carrying 
guns at any one time. How much do 
you think this would reduce rape fig- 
ures? Will a rapist knowingly 
attempt to assault a woman when he 
stands a 50-50 chance of getting 
shot? 

I think not. Certainly it would 
still happen, crazy people will 
always do crazy things, but it would 
be fair less likely. 

People look at the school shoot- 
ings of Columbine, Ohio, and other 
national gun slayings and get scared. 


But like I said, crazy people will do 
crazy things. People will always find 
a way to break our hearts. Safety is 
never going to be guaranteed, and if 
it is then you’re either not living or 
you’re being lied to. So instead we 
must simply play the odds in our 
favor. 

The most important thing we 
must do is ask, why the founding 
fathers sought to give the people the 
right to bare arms. It was put in the 
Bill of Rights, a document meant to 
secure the people’s rights from the 
government.

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Response to homework worklo 


Dear Editor, 


Is there such a thing as too much homework? I think 
so. I understand that the professors have a curriculum to 
follow in accordance to the school’s guidelines, but they 
have to keep in mind that the students have many other 
engagements or commitments going on in their life as 
well. It could be work, caring for a sick family member, or 
raising a child. If you’re saying that students could expect 
to receive 45 to 54 hours a week of homework, well that’s 
crazy. That amount of hours is basically like a full time 
job. Those hours don’t even include the days they’re in 
school, right? 

When I was in high school, I usually worked after 
school almost every night and got home around 10:30. I 
was burned out, but I needed that job to pay off bills. My 
folks didn’t have the money to pay my bills.

Now I know that the 
mother or father probably wouldn’t take 5 classes at a 
time, but they might take three or four classes. Regardless, 
that is still a lot of labor. Is it even mentally or physically 
possible for a single parent or parents to do all that work 
in a respectable amount of time? 

What the school administrators and staff need to start 
doing is opening their eyes up to this homework problem 
and to start correcting it. Many students here have a goal 
and 50 hours a week on homework should not be part of 
the path to that goal. 

I’m not saying that there should be no homework (that 
would be nice), but there has to be a simpler way of being 
able to -complete a course without an excessive 
amount of homework. Homework should be studying for 
quizzes or exams. It should also include maybe work- 
sheets, or to read certain sections in books.

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Breast cancer: preventable tragedy 


40,060 are expected 
to die from breast 
cancer this year

October, 
Breast Cancer 
Awareness 
Month, is the 
perfect time for 
the 2 million 
breast cancer 
survivors in the 
U.S. to show 
gratitude for 
medical science — and to give 
thanks to the dedicated researchers, 
doctors and other medical profes- 
sionals who devote countless hours 
researching and treating the dis- 
ease. 

It’s also a month dedicated to 
educating our society about the 
devastating disease that one in 
eight women will be diagnosed 
with during her lifetime. It’s the 
most common cancer in women 
and second only to lung as the 
leading cause of cancer deaths 
among women in our country. 

Every three minutes a woman 
is diagnosed with breast cancer in 
the U.S., according tos the 
American Cancer Society. The 
National Cancer Institute estimates 
178,480 women will be diagnosed 


with breast cancer in 2007 and 
40,060 are expected to die from the 
disease this year. 

Think you’re too young to 
worry about cancer? Think again. 

According to Karen Albritton, 
an oncologist at the Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute, cancer (though 
not specifically breast) is “the 
number one disease-related killer 
in young adults. More people die of 
accidents and trauma, but after 
that, in terms of disease, it’s the 
number one cause of death.” 

Albritton believes that delayed 
diagnosis, misdiagnosis, lack of 
support and lack of insurance are to 
blame. 

The National Cancer Institute 
says that nearly 70,000 15-to 39- 
year-olds are diagnosed with can- 
cer in the U.S. each year. Although 
breast cancer is rare in adolescents 
and young women, it tends to be 
more aggressive and patients are 
more likely to have more advanced 
disease. For this reason, survival 
rates for 15 to 29-year-olds diag- 
nosed with breast cancer are lower 
than women of other age groups. 

Therefore, looking for cancer 
before a person shows symptoms 
(screening) is imperative because it 
helps detect cancer at an early 
stage, making treatment more 
effective. Regular  self-exams, 
mammograms, and clinical breast 
exams are very important in 
increasing a woman’s chance of 
survival. 


A recent NBC survey found 
that women aren’t doing as much 
as they should to detect breast can- 
cer. According to the poll, only two 
in five women have ever given 
themselves breast self-exams — 
considered an important preventa- 
tive step at catching breast changes 
early. The poll also states that only 
three in five women have gone for 
the recommended mammogram in 
the last year. 

Lack of insurance should not 
be a barrier to screening. The 
Women’s Health Network (WHN) 
provides free breast and cervical 
cancer screenings for low-income, 
uninsured women. For more infor- 
mation, or to set up a screening at 
one of 90 locations throughout the 
state, call 1-877-414-4447. 

New Hampshire offers similar 
screenings for eligible women 
through its Let No Woman Be 
Overlooked program. For more 
information call 800-852-3345 ext. 
4931. 

In addition to a clinical exami- 
nation, both sites provide addition- 
al diagnostic services such as 
mammograms and/ or ultrasounds, 
as recommended by a clinician, as 
well as health education and breast 
self-exam instruction. 

Though breast cancer is a 
malignant (cancerous) tumor that 
starts from the cells of the breast, 
not all lumps mean breast cancer. 
However, it’s best to follows 
through with a clinical exam when 
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a new lump is found during a self- 
exam. 

Although the exact causes of 
breast cancer are not known, fac- 
tors that affect a woman’s risk 
include age, genetics, family histo- 
ry, race, early menstrual onset, 
menopause at a late age, late first 
pregnancy or no pregnancies, per- 
sonal history of breast cancer, and 
earlier breast radiation. 

Obviously, many risk factors 
can’t be changed and there’s no 
sure way to prevent the disease. 
However, addressing lifestyle 
choices such as smoking and alco- 
hol consumption can reduce your 
chances of developing the disease. 

According to breastcancer.org, 
some studies suggest that 30 
percent of all cancers can be attrib- 
uted to poor eating habits. Though 
studies have yet to prove that a 
high-fat diet increases breast can- 
cer risk, studies have shown. less 
incidence of the cancer in countries 
with diets typically lower in fat. 

Either way, the American 
Cancer Society suggests “eating a 
healthy diet that includes five or 
more servings of vegetables and 
fruits each day, choosing. whole 
grains over processed (refined) 
grains, and limiting the amount of 
processed and réd meats.” 

Engaging in regular physical 
exercise (moderate or vigorous) 
and maintaining a healthy body 
weight also reduces risk. 

Though family history (mother 


or father’s side) increases risk, 85 
percent of women who develop the 
disease have no known family his- 
tory of it. 

The United States Preventative 
Task Force recently recommended 
that women with a strong family 
history (about two percent of adult 
women in the U.S.) be evaluated 
for genetic testing. Women with 
abnormalities in certain genes 
(BRCAI1 and BRCA2) have 
increased susceptibility and the 
testing can determine if a woman 
has these abnormal genes. 

According to the National 
Cancer Institute, “mutations in 
BRCAI and BRCA2 account for 
approximately 80 to 90 percent of 
all hereditary breast cancers, and 
women who carry these genes have 
a lifetime risk of breast cancer that 
is roughly 10 times greater than 
that of the general population.” 

Thanks to modern science, 
women with high risk of develop- 
ing breast cancer have options that 
can greatly reduce that risk. Again, 
early detection and treatment are 
vital. A woman’s chance of dying 
from the disease is greatly 
increased without proper screen- 
ings.

Clinton speaks on Iran strategy at S.C.

FLORENCE, S.C. (AP) 
Democrat Hillary Rodham Clinton 
said Saturday that President Bush has 
made a mistake in failing to push direct 
diplomacy with Iran despite the 
increasing tensions between 
Washington and Tehran. 

Asked at a campaign appearance 
what the United States should do in the 
event Iran blockades Mideast oil, the 
New York senator and presidential 
hopeful said, “I will make it very clear 
to the Iranians that there are very seri- 
ous consequences attached to their 
actions.” 

Speaking at a town hall meeting 
with some 300 people at a high school 
in South Carolina, she such conse- 
quences would be in the realm of sanc- 
tions. Clinton again defended her vote 
in the Senate for a resolution labeling 


Iran's Revolutionary Guard as a terror- 
ist force, disputing critics who said her 
vote presaged support for war. 

Clinton said the was vote was con- 
sistent with her negotiating strategy. 
“They are supporting sending weapons 
into Iraq right now that are used 
against our troops,” she said, adding 
that the resolution gives an opening to 
future penalties and “leverage when 
we negotiate with them.” 

Responding to a woman's question 
about such a hypothetical Iranian 
blockade, Clinton said it would be 
“devastating to the world economy.” 

She said she would “immediately 
open diplomatic negotiations with Iran 
over all of the issues we disagree with 
them on,” and said she thought such 
talks would be indispensable to 
American credibility in the region, par- 
ticularly if tougher actions had to fol- 
low. 

“And I think that President Bush 
has made an error in not having that

process, in not having our diplomats 
being in constant contact and negotia- 
tion,” she said. 

In another development, Clinton 
on Saturday won the endorsement of 
the black wing of the Alabama 
Democratic Party by capitalizing on 
long friendships that Barack Obama 
couldn't match. The Alabama 
Democratic Conference endorsed 
Clinton by an overwhelming voice 
vote moments after she addressed the 
audience of some 700. No other candi- 
date was nominated for an endorse- 


ment. 

An ADC member, Madison 
County Commissioner Bob Harrison 
of Huntsville, said that Sen. Barak 
Obama, D-Ill, was the sentimental 
favorite for him and many others, but 
Clinton was the practical choice. 

“This is the political reality of 
what the outcome is going to be for the 
Democratic nomination,” he said. 

On Friday, she was endorsed by 
Rep. John Lewis, D-Ga., one of the 
leaders of the Martin Luther King Jr. 
civil nights movement.

Jad alarmed b - 
slipping support for 
free trade 


WASHINGTON (AP) -— 
Alarmed by slipping support for 
free trade even among 
Republicans, President George W. 
Bush is arguing that protectionism 
will cut Americans out of chances 
for more — and better — jobs. 

Bush has launched a blitz on 
behalf of pending free trade pacts 
with four nations. He continued 
the push Saturday in his weekly 
radio address. 

-“More exports support better 
and higher-paying jobs,” the pres- 
ident said. “And to keep our econ- 
omy expanding, we need to keep 
expanding trade.” 

His radio address followed a 
speech on trade that he delivered 
on Friday in Miami. Bush also 
granted interviews this week to 
business-oriented news organiza- 
tions. 

Since Democrats took control 
of Congress in January, it has not 
approved any free trade agree- 
ments that the administration has 
negotiated, and it has allowed 
Bush's authority to negotiate 
future deals under expedited pro- 
cedures to expire. 

Before lawmakers now are 
agreements with Peru and Panama, 
considered likely to pass, and with 
Colombia and South Korea, both 
seen as precarious. The deal with 
Colombia is in trouble over human 
rights issues and there is strong 
opposition to the South Korea 
agreement because of barriers 
erected by Seoul to keep out U.S. 
autos and beef. 

The administration already has 
reached agreement with Democrats 
to include tougher language on pro- 
tecting worker rights and the envi- 
ronment. But critics say five con- 
secutive years of record U.S. trade 
deficits have played a major role in 
the loss of more than 3 million 
manufacturing jobs since Bush 
took office in 2001. 

“T know many Americans feel 
uneasy about new competition and 
worry that trade will cost jobs,” 
Bush said. “So the federal govern- 
ment is providing substantial fund- 
ing for trade adjustment assistance 
that helps Americans make the 
transition from one job to the next. 
We are working to improve federal 
job-training programs. And we are 
providing strong support for 
America's community colleges, 
where people of any age can go to 
learn new skills for a better, high- 
paying career.” 

He said the deals would level 
the playing field for American 
businesses and farmers, many of 
which now face high tariffs on 
exported products while other 
countries enjoy relatively open 
access to U.S. markets. And he 
argued that freer trade with allies 
serves “America's security and 
moral interests” around the globe. 

“Expanding trade will help our 
economy grow,” Bush said. “So I 

call on Congress to act quickly and 
get these agreements to my desk.”

“The effect of alcohol, addic- 
tion wise, is worlds away from mar- 
ijuana,” member Kate Conti said. 

Members opposing the issue 
raised the idea that legalizing drugs 
would be a gateway to increased 
crime rates and health issues. And 
although currently people find ways 
of accessing drugs, making them

readily available to the public could 
be dangerous. 

“You can't walk into a store and 
say, 'Can I have a pack of butts and 
14 clonapin?'

The opposing side also feared 
that, once legalized, the government 
would tax drugs making it a suc- 


cessful industry in America. The 
pro-legalization party responded by 
saying that the government already 
taxes us for the enforcement of the 
war on drugs, therefore taxing is not 
a problem. 

The same sex marriage debate 
had only three members on the 
opposing side. The opposing argu- 
ment was in favor of civil unions 
for financial gain and benefits pur- 
poses but against redefining the 
term.

House pledges new bill for 
SCHIP should override fail

WASHINGTON (AP) — House 
Democratic leaders said Sunday they 
were working to gather votes to over- 
ride a veto on a popular children's 
health program, but pledged to find a 
way to cover millions without insur- 
ance should their effort fail. 

In talk show interviews, Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi and Majority Leader 
Steny Hoyer did not dispute claims 
by Republican leaders that the GOP 
will have enough votes to sustain 
President Bush's veto when the 
House holds its override vote on 
Thursday. 

Pelosi and Hoyer promised to 
pass another bipartisan bill if needed. 

“Tsn't that sad for America's chil- 
dren?” said Pelosi, D-Calif., when 
asked about the GOP's assurances the 
override vote will fail. “It doesn't 
mean we aren't working hard 
throughout the country: governors, 
‘mayors, people who deal with chil- 


dren on a regular basis. 

“We'll try very hard to override it. 
But one thing's for sure: We won't 
rest until those 10 million children 
have health care,” she said in an 
interview broadcast Sunday. 

Hoyer, D-Md., declined to pre- 
dict Thursday's vote. 

“This is a defining moment for 
the Republican Party, in my opin- 
ion,” Hoyer said, before adding later: 
The program is “not going to die. 
We're going to go back and we're 
going to pass another bill.” 

House Democrats scheduled the 
vote after Bush earlier this month 
vetoed legislation that would 
increase spending for the State 
Children's Health Insurance Program 
by $35 billion over five years. Bush 
has called for a $5 billion increase. 

An override requires a two-thirds 
majority in the House and_ Senate. 
The Senate approved the increase by 
a veto-proof margin, but the earlier 
House vote fell about two dozen 
votes short.

insurance to children in families with 
incomes too great for Medicaid eligi- 
bility but not enough to afford private 
insurance. Bush has said the bill is 
too costly. The president now says he 
might be willing to provide more 
than $5 billion originally offered but 
that the current proposal shifts too 
much insurance burden onto the gov- 


ernment rather than private 
providers. 
On Sunday, House Minority 


Leader John Boehner, R-Ohio, said 
he hopes that Democrats will agree to 
negotiate once the veto is sustained 
so that the children's insurance pro- 
gram can be reauthorized. 

“We will have the votes to sustain 
the president's veto,” Boehner said. 
“And I think the differences are 
resolvable, but we're standing on our 
principle that poor kids ought to 
come first.” 

Last week, Pelosi said Democrats 
were making some progress and 
hoped to “peel off about 14 votes” to 
override the veto. On Sunday, she did 
not comment on the predicted vote 
tally. 

“We'll take one step at a time. 
And, again, we'll maintain our bipar- 
tisanship and our fiscal soundness,” 
Pelosi said. “And we'll talk to the 
president at the right time, when he 
makes an overture to do so, but not 
an overture that says, 'This is the only 
thing I'm going to sign.” 

Pelosi spoke on ABC's “This 
Week,” and Hoyer and Boehner 
appeared on “Fox News Sunday.

Iran calls on Muslims 
to boycott US peace 
conference 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran's 
supreme leader called on Muslim 
countries Saturday to boycott a 
U.S.-sponsored international peace 
conference on the Middle East, 
saying the meeting would hurt the 
Palestinians. s 

“Efforts are being made to 
once again make an imposition on 
the Palestinian people in the name 
of peace. ... The result of all con- 
ferences held in the name of peace 
so far have been to the detriment of 
the Palestinian nation,’ Supreme 
Leader Ali Khamenei said in a 
speech marking the end of the 
Muslim holy fasting month of 
Ramadan. 

Khamenei was referring to an 
upcoming U.S.-hosted internation- 
al peace conference on the Middle 
East planned for next month. 

The United States has kept 
quiet on the most basic details 
about the meeting, including pre- 
cise dates, the guest list and the 
location — though it is expected to 
be in Annapolis, Maryland. U.S. 
officials have said the November 
session will be a serious run at 
problems that have proved insolu- 
ble in the past. 


Nine killed in bomb 
targeting Shiites 


BAGHDAD (AP) — A car 
bomb exploded in Baghdad on 
Sunday next to a parked minibus 
waiting for worshippers to board 
and travel to a Shiite shrine in the 
Iraqi capital, a police officer said. 
The blast killed nine people, 
including two boys, 9 and 14 
years old. 

After the blast, police banned 
cars from the area surrounding 
the shrine in the Kazimiyah dis- 
trict until further notice, the offi- 
cer said. 

Earlier Sunday, police found a 
parked booby-trapped minibus in 
the same area and detonated it 
without casualties, added the offi- 
cer, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity as he was not author- 
ized to release the information. 

Separately, police on Sunday 
reported that a suicide truck 
bomber followed by dozens of 
gunmen in a swarm of vehicles 
launched a coordinated attack on 
a regional police station north of 
Baghdad, killing eight Iraqi civil- 
ians. 

Police fatally shot the suicide 
bomber but his explosives-laden 
fuel tanker blew up near police 
headquarters in Samarra, 60 miles 
north of Baghdad, killing the 
eight and wounding four other 
civilians in the late Saturday 
attack. 

Immediately after the blast, 
about 20 vehicles with at least 60 
gunmen drove up to the site and 
fought with police, said a police 
official, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because he was not 
authorized to talk to media.

It seems to have started with 
that old standby Red Bull. 
Originally marketed by an Austrian 
businessman, the drink was aimed 
at young Europeans. Soon it found 
its way into the United States and 
was being copied and improyed 
upon as fast as you could drink it. 
Names such as Rockstar, Monster, 
and Full Throttle found their way 
into the lives of young men and 
women with the promise that their 
lives would be enhanced by these 
magical formulas. Energy drink 
makers often promote their prod- 
ucts in venues such as extreme 
skateboarding and BMX and snow- 
boarding events, just the right 
places to find your young target 
audience. 

Despite all the marketing, the 
main ingredient in these drinks is 
caffeine and sugar. While a cup of 


coffee is typically eight ounces and 
contains 80 to 135 mg of caffeine, 
energy drinks may be as large as 24 
ounces and contain 360 mg of caf- 
feine, as is the case with Boo-Koo 
or 250mg in Redline RTD. 

Beware though, consuming caf- 
feine in large amounts can have 
detrimental side effects. Anxiety, 
irritability, sleep and stomach prob- 
lems are quite common. Even the 
companies who distribute these 
drinks may have warnings on their 
web sites but are not required to 
say so on their cans. Ironically the 
Federal Department of Agriculture 
(FDA) demands only that caffeine 
be listed as an ingredient, but does 
not require companies to disclose 
the amount of caffeine the drink 
contains. In fact, the FDA consid- 
ers caffeine as a food additive and 
is much more lenient when used as 
an ingredient in drinks than when it 
is used as an ingredient in certain 
drugs. Canada on the other hand, 
requires any drink containing over 
100 mgs of caffeine to be approved 
as a natural health product. 

While the American Beverage 
Association’s website claims that 
caffeine is not addictive, it’s a well- 
known fact that withdrawal from it 
can cause some pretty severe 
headaches. Of course caffeine’s 
effect will vary from person to per- 
son. Dr. James D. Lane, professor 
of medical studies at Duke 


University, studied the affects of 


caffeine and states “caffeine exag- 
gerates the perception of stress and 
the body’s response to it. Everyone 
accepts that stress can be 
unhealthy. Our results suggest 
drinking coffee or other caffeinated 
drinks can make stress even more 
unhealthy.” 

Recently, combining energy 
drinks with alcohol has become

Fictional band releases real album 


Deathalbum by 
Deathklok is a 
brutal debut

Dethklok is the most popular and 
successful band in the world. They 
are the world’s foremost driving cul- 
tural force, as well as the world’s 
twelfth largest economy, just after 
Finland. At least, that’s the premise 
for the show the pseudo-fictional 
band is featured in, Metalocalypse, 
which is aired on Sunday nights at 
11:45 p.m. on Cartoon Network. 

Dethklok’s (fictional) lineup 
consists of the lead singer Nathan 
Explosion; Skwisgaar Skwigelf the 
lead guitarist; Toki Wartooth the 
thythm guitarist; William 
Murderface the bassist; and Pickles 
the drummer. In reality, there are but 
two people behind the band, Brendon 
Small, creator of the show, who plays 
all instruments except drums as well 
as performs the vocals, and Gene 
Hoglan on the drums, most common- 
ly known for his work with Strapping 
Young Lad, Death, and Testament. 

Despite being a “fictional” band, 
Dethklok has recently released a very 
real album, simply titled “The 
Dethalbum.” Given the popularity of 

_ the show, and the interest in the actu- 
al music expressed by a number of 
the fans, the release of a full album 
was probably inevitable, as it essen- 
tially equates to free money for [adult 

| swim] and its parent company, 
| Williams Street. 

! With the essential background 

out of the way, it is time to move on 
| to the meat of the article: the review. 

To begin with, Dethklok is a 
metal band. I say this because if you 
find that you are someone who dis- 
likes metal as a whole, you can prob- 
ably just stop reading here, because 
| you won’t like The Dethalbum. For 
those of you who do like metal or 
don’t know if they like metal, feel 
free to read on. 

To get more specific on the genre 
side of the previous statement, 


Dethklok is melodic death metal. 
Melodic death metal has a tendency 
to attract a wider audience than just 
general death metal, as it tends to 
sound much more pleasing to the ears 
and more like other sub-genres of 
metal than the more niche-oriented 
death metal, and Dethklok is no 
exception. While it retains the force- 
ful rhythm guitar and growling 
vocals of the more commonly recog- 
nized death metal, the melodic lead 
guitar makes the Dethalbum fairly 
accessible even to those who dislike 
more brutal forms of metal. 

Another thing that should be 
noted is that while the music that 
Dethklok plays is very definitely 
metal, they are also a parody/humor 
band. They take the typical death 
metal themes of blood, death, mur- 
der, etc. and take them a couple steps 
beyond absurd. Good examples of 
this are the songs Briefcase Full of 
Guts and Hatredcopter, both of which 
have lyrics as foolish as their titles. 
For hardcore death metal fans, this 
parody aspect may be a turn-off as 
they may feel as though the music 
they love is being ridiculed. 

The Dethalbum opens with one 
of the more popular songs from the 
show, Murmaider (a song about mur- 
maid murder). Despite the fact that 
the only clips of the song heard in the 
show were the repetitive opening 
guitar riff and then the chorus, which 
features Nathan Explosion repeatedly 
growling “MURMAIDER MUR- 
MAIDER,” this track makes for a 
wonderful opening, and shows how 
much the music was fleshed out for 
the album. 

As a bit of a clash with the open- 
ing track, and disregarding the theme 
song, the album comes to a close 
with the song Dethharmonic, which 
was featured almost in its entirety in 
the show. Listening closely to, or 
reading, the lyrics for the 
Dethharmonic reveals the humor 
aspect behind Dethklok, as the song 
is all about the band wanting to avoid 
paying income tax by whatever 
means necessary. 

In terms of the actual music, if 
you’ve ever seen the show, you know 
what to expect. However, if you 
haven’t, you can expect high quality

music. The guitar work is far from 
amazing, but is still top-notch, and 
much better than you find in the 
majority of mainstream releases 
these days. Every song features a 
solo, probably the best of which is 
featured in the Duncan Hills Coffee 
Jingle, which only appears on the 
Deluxe Edition of the album. 

Gene Hoglan, who excels at what 
he does, did the drums. The drum- 
ming on the album is ace, and might 
make you wish that there were more 
of a focus on the drums, and a little 
less on the guitars. 

It is likely that the main topic of 


debate about the album will come 
from the vocals. The vocals are a 
very low growl, which may or may 
not be Brendon Small almost whis- 
pering into the microphone and then 
turning the volume way up on it. 
They are a far cry from the screaming 
and brutal growls most have come to 
expect from death metal, and as such 
may turn many death metal purists 
off of this album, and the band as a 
whole. 

On the flipside, the fact that the 
vocals aren’t the screaming and 
growling that usually comes with the 
territory may help Dethklok appeal to

The Dethalbum is rife with bril- 
liant musicianship, as can be expect- 
ed from a graduate of Berkley 
College of Music.

Hip Hop is a genre of music 
widely acclaimed by fans all around 
the world. From disc-jockeys play- 
ing music for people in New York 
clubs to dance to, to the lyrical con- 
tent of an artist, to the “snap rap” 
popular today; hip hop has taken 
many different forms. 

It is for the true fan that VH1 
brings their annual Hip Hop Honors, 
a celebration into the history of rap 
music and its artists.

celebrate Elliot’s career with their 
renditions of her work. “The Rain,” 
“Get Ur Freak On” and “Hot Boyz” 
were just some of the songs thrown 
into the ten minute fiesta. Perhaps 
the most shining moment though, 
was of Missy gleefully dancing in the 
honorees box as she watched her fel- 
low collaborators belt out her hits 

Teddy Riley and Andre Harrell 
were honored as well for their ties to 
starting a movement called the New 
Jack Swing, a sound popularized in 


the late 80’s and early 90’s which 
blended R&B with hip hop music, 
and is credited for helping start the 
careers of artists such as TLC, LL 
Cool J, and Sean Diddy” Combs. 
R&B singers Keyshia Cole and Ne- 
Yo came out to sing Michael 
Jackson’s “Remember the Time,” 
while Riley himself performed his 
early 90’s hit “No Diggity.” 

A special treat came when the 
classic documentary “Wildstyle” was 
honored. The film, which was the 
first hip hop movie of it’s time, was 
also an introduction to hip hop to 
those outside of New York. 
Legendary artists such as KRS-One, 
Grandmaster Caz and Bizzy B came 
out to pay homage to the film that 
brought so many into their world. 

Perhaps the two most shining 
moments of the night were the cele- 
bration of two of hip hop’s biggest 
names: Snoop Dogg and A Tribe 
Called Quest. Before Snoop could 
come out and kick the flows that 
made him famous, producer and col- 
laborator Pharrell paired with 
Snoop’s lazy flow on “Nuthin But a 
G Thang,” while rapper T.I. breathed 
new life into the Long Beach rapper’s 
initial verse in the rap game on “Deep 
Cover.” As if it couldn’t get any more 
livelier, former gangster rapper 
tured actor Ice-T stormed the stage 
with a memorable performance of 
“Gin and Juice.” The jam-packed 
auditorium was in, total chaos as 
those he influenced so much com- 
mended the Boss Dog. It was only 
right that Snoop come out and show 
off the skills that made him famous, 
and he did, with some help from 
Bow-Wow, whom at 5-years-old was 
discovered by the rapper. 

The finale of the two-hour long 
ceremony was unmatched by any 
performance of the night, a delicious 
treat for those who savor the flavor of 
hip hop 

A Tribe Called Quest told their 
story, as Q-Tip recalled when they 
put out their most famous record 
‘Low End Theory,’ which spawned 
the smash hit “Scenario,” and after- 
wards Dr. Dre approached him to say 


that it was the reason he made his 
classic album ‘The Chronic’. Only 
the truest of fanatics can appreciate 
such an important fact birthed by the 
legends of the industry. 

The climax of the event came 
when Pharrell and rapper Common 
traded verses to Tribe’s “Scenario,” 
which was potently followed by the 
outburst of Busta Rythmes in a bright 
neon colored hat and matching 
sweatshirt as he ferociously delivered 
his own memorable verse to the song. 


The energy of every soul in the audi- 
torium was felt throughout the world.

The first-of-its-kind Green 
Chemistry Summit, hosted by world- 
renowned pioneer of green chem- 
istry, Dr. John Warner and The

Gore gains new stature with Nobel Peace 


Could Peace Prize 
springboard Gore to 


take another run at 


the White House?

WASHINGTON _ Former Vice 
President Al Gore completed a 
remarkable political renaissance 
Friday when he won the 2007 Nobel 
Peace Prize for his relentless and 
sometimes controversial crusade 
against global warming. 

Sharing one of the world's most 
coveted prizes with a United 
Nations-sponsored scientific group 
on climate change, the loser of 
2000's razor-thin presidential elec- 
tion suddenly gained new stature, 
sparking speculation that he might 
use the award as a springboard to 
take another run at the White 
House. 

Gore avoided that question at a 
press conference in California, but 
his spokeswoman, Kalee Kreider, 
said in an e-mail that he "has no 
intention of running for president in 
2008. He is involved in a campaign 
of a different kind, to educate peo- 
ple about the climate crisis and 
what they can do to solve it. That's 
what today is about.” 

Indeed, Gore told reporters that 
he would try to use the award and 
recognition to speed up awareness 
about the dangers of climate 
change. "It truly is a planetary 
emergency," he said. "We have to 
respond quickly." Still, he did not 
tule out getting into the race. 

The former vice president said 
he would donate his half of the $1.5 
million prize to the Alliance for 
Climate Protection, an advocacy 
group he helped found. The 
Norwegian Nobel Committee also 
said the Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change (IPCC), the UN- 
sponsored group of some 2,500 sci- 
entists from around the world, 
would share the prize with Gore. 

In various reports this year, the 


IPCC concluded that it is 90 percent 
certain that global warming is 
caused by human activity and that it 
could cause catastrophic results in 
the 21st century. 

The Nobel committee cited 
Gore's political activity, films and 
books, and concluded that "he is 
probably the single individual who 
has done most to create greater 
worldwide understanding~of the 
measures that need to be adopted." 

With Friday's announcement of 
the prize in Oslo, Norway, skeptics 
also stepped up their criticism of the 
former vice president and the IPCC, 
saying that they have exaggerated 
the future risks of a general rise in 
world temperatures in recent years. 

"The decision by the Nobel 
Foundation to award this year's 
prize to Albert Gore and the 
Intergovernmental Panel on Climate 
Change is very disappointing," said 


Joseph Bast, president of the 
Heartland Institute, a Chicago- 
based research group. "Neither 


deserves this recognition.” 

Bast called Gore "an envi- 
ronmental alarmist whose views 
have been repeatedly contradict- 
ed by scientists, economists, and 
policy experts." He said the 
IPCC's reports "reflect the views 
of a small cabal of ideologically 
driven government scientists." 

And, in a case cited by other 
critics, Bast noted that a British 
court ruled this week that Gore's 
Oscar-winning documentary on 
climate change, "An 
Inconvenient Truth" contained 
nine errors and exaggerations 
and should be shown in class- 
rooms only with appropriate 
warnings. Martin Parry, co-chair 
of the IPCC, said in an online 
session that the Gore film "is 
broadly correct. There are some 
factual errors but these are few 
and do not affect the main argu- 
ment." 

A White House spokesman, 
Tony Fratto, said President Bush 
was “happy” that Gore and the 
IPCC were chosen. "Obviously it's 
an important recognition and we're 
sure the vice president is thrilled,” 
Fratto said. Democratic presidential 


candidates praised Gore, as did Sen. 
John McCain, R-Ariz., who sup- 
ports a plan to curb "greenhouse 
gas" emissions that contribute to 
climate change. 

Gore, 59, who narrated "An 
Inconvenient Truth" and also won 
an Emmy award, would face a 
major challenge if he decided to get 
into the presidential race. Sen. 
Hillary Clinton, D-N.Y., is far ahead 
in the polls for the Democratic nom- 


-ination and has raised millions of 


dollars. And Gore has conceded that 
he is "not very good" at politics. 

If he does have an opening to 
get into the race, it is a narrow one 
with major primaries coming up 
early next year, but a Gore entrance 
could shake up the race and poten- 
tially divide the party. Gore, who 
served two terms as vice president 
under President Bill Clinton won 
the popular vote in 2000 but lost in 
the election when a disputed 
recount in Florida went Bush's way. 

"There is no market for another 
Democratic candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination,” said Tom 
Mann, a political analyst at the 
Brookings Institution. "Democrats 
are pleased with their choices and 
optimistic about winning the gener- 
al election. If he chose to run, Gore 
would likely lose and greatly dimin- 
ish his public standing and influ- 
ence.” 

Carter Eskew, a close Gore 
adviser, said he had a "strong sense" 
that the former vice president would 
not run in 2008 and would instead 
devote his time to his global-warm- 
ing campaign. But among many 
Gore supporters, there is a strong 
feeling that he could win the presi- 
dency if he got into the race _ and 
avenge the 2000 loss. 

Supporters paid for a full- 
page "Draft Gore" advertise- 
ment in the New York Times 
earlier in the week. Monica 
Friedlander, who heads the 
"Draft Gore" movement, said 
the Nobel award would "only 
add to the tremendous tidal 
wave of support" and demands 
that he become a candidate in 
2008. 

The 


Norwegian Nobel 


Committee said the prize was 
awarded to Gore and the IPCC for 
"their efforts to build up and dis- 
seminate greater knowledge about 
man-made climate change and to 
lay the foundations for the measures 
that are needed to counteract such 
change." 

Some saw this statement as an 
indirect slap at Bush, who has 
rejected mandatory steps to control 
carbon dioxide emissions that get 
trapped in the atmosphere and con- 
tribute to global warming. 

But at a press conference in 
New Delhi, Rajendra Pachauri, co- 
chairman of the IPCC, said he did 
not read any "such implications" in 
the Nobel committee's announce- 
ment. 

Pachauri added that developed 
countries like the U.S. "have not 
done enough" in combating climate 
change...It*is for this reason the 
developing economies have been 
hesitant to accept any conditions that 
might apply to their development and 
thus their emissions of greenhouse 
gases."
